Nez Percee Cree above dam— 
Suspicious. 

The sample of water taken from 
the town hall gives a high count. 
One tube of five 10.0 c.c. portions 
showed B. coli. 


League Refusee to Subsidize

One Year’s Leave of Absence. 
Alberta senior hockey league will 
operate with four teams this winter, 
it was decided at a league meeting 
held at Calgary last Sunday. 

Olds voluntarily withdrew and 
the League could not see its way 
to subsidize Coleman and Drum- 
heller to the extent necessary to 
keep them functioning. The teams 
which will form the league are 
Edmonton, Calgary, Turner Valley 
and Lethbridge.

butter is mentioned solely for "illustrative purposes. Beet sugar, or some I 
other direct or derivative agricultural product might just as well be con-1 
sidered. 

However, consider butter as a possible real and serviceable need for 
pritain which perhaps could be supplied by Western Canadian farmers. 

Western Canadians who have come in contact with children evacuated 
to this country since the outbreak of the war have commented upon the 
astonishment of these little Britishers at the lavishness with which butter 
is used in the average Canadian home. But,ter, during the past few months 
has been so severely rationed in Britain that these little ones have become 
accustomed to eating their bread with little more than a thin trace of 
butter with which to garnish it. 

As every one knows, before the subjugation of Denmark, that unhappy 
country was one of the principal sources for the supply of butter to Britain. 
Butter has been rationed in Britain to inflnitessimal quotas by Canadian 
standards, and margerine is being used to supplement these meagre sup¬ 
plies. Is is not possible that British people would welcome substantial sup¬ 
plies of good quality butter, if Canadian farmers were able to furnish good 
quality butter at a reasonable price, or even at a comparatively low price? 

If there is a real need for butter in Great Britain and if other con¬ 
siderations due to ^Jhe exigencies of the war do not stand in the way of 
preventing acceptance of Canadian butter in the old land, might it not 
be good business for the Western Canadian farmer to cater to this apparent 
need at a very small margin, if the proposed delegation find that the road 
is open?

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NOTES AND COMMENTS

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T HE Dakar incident—an undeniable blow to British 
prestige—as it is termed by The Christian Science 
Monitor, an international newspaper which since the 
war started has favored American support to Great 
Britain, brings home to the people of Canada and the 
United States that a base has been secured by Ger¬ 
many for naval or aerial operations across the Atlantic. 
Dakar has suddenly come into the spotlight to occupy 
an important place in world affairs, and isolationists 
in the United States will realize that this is a very small 
world and that their great nation is not immune from 
attack either on the Atlantic or Pacific coasts. In the 
face of Germany’s determined drive to rule the world, 
it appears that the only nations likely to be left to 
champion the cause of Democracy against Totalitarian¬ 
ism are Great Britain and its Dominions and the 
United States. The British Commonwealth Air Train¬ 
ing Plan will in all probability result in permanent 
training centres being maintained in Canada. Here¬ 
tofore the chances of foreign domination or attack 
seemed very remote, but not so today. The situation 
causes serious thought, and the determined and united 
effort is required of all peoples who wish to retain the 
privileges of Democratic government. It is going to 
be a long, long war, which will require still greater 
sacrifices and devotion to a cause in which we all have 
implicit faith. It is that faith which will achieve final 
vict ory. 

'T'HE exchange of correspondence between Leth- 
bridge Board of Trade and the prime minister’s 
office, Ottawa, reveals that the Hutterite brethren 
will continue to enjoy immunity from military ser¬ 
vice. This applies not only to those already settled 
in Canada, but “also to those who may settle in the 
future.” 

T HIS exemption has been the subject of much con¬ 
troversy. The Canadian Legion has protested it. 

A paragraph in-Lethbridge Board of Trade’s letter is 
very pointed, and with which many will agree. It states: 

“We wonder how the war could be carried on if 
we were all Hutterites or conscientious objectors. We 
would respectfully suggest that an order-in-council 
should be considered irrevocable and unchangeable, 
particularly if it is found to- be unjust and unfair to 
Canadians or extends special privileges to certain 
classes.” 

A S a thrifty class of people who are an asset from 
an agricultural standpoint, there can be no fault 
to find with the Hutterites. In many ways their in¬ 
dustry is admirable, though their mode of living tends 
to isolate them from the rest of the community, and 
they become to a large extent self-contained units. 
Though exemption was a clause in an agreement with 
Hutterites already settled, and therefore cannot well 
be disregarded, there is no good reason why this should 
apply to any particular class who may desire to settle 
in this Dominion.

The following letter from the 
Cnristian Science Monitor expresses 
an ever increasing sentiment on 
the part of the people of the 
United States: 

I should like to express my ap¬ 
proval of the aid the United States 
has given'Great Britain in sending 
her fifty destroyers. 

They were old destroyers, but I 
hope they are capable of excellent 
service. I hope they will acquit 
themselves valiantly in the Battle 
of Britain. I am glad we Ameri¬ 
cans are helping the Britishers 
fight Naziism. 

“That means we are taking 
sides,” one may object. 

Of course, it means that. We 
should be ashamed to do anything 
less. Americans have to take 
sides — unless they have ceased 
being Americans. If we love 
America and are worthy of Am¬ 
erica, it goes without saying we 
must take sides. Every single 
good thing that America stands 
for is in danger. Can we go on 
pretending we love America if we 
are afraid to take sides? 

Many of us Americans are con¬ 
ducting ourselves in a way that 
will soon deprive us of all selft 
respect. We won’t be able to look 
ourselves in the face. 

We are now in the midst of 
a tide of verbel patriotism. At 
all times of day and night we 
hear people singing “God Bless 
America.” We see signs, posters, 
stickers, placards, saying “God 
Bless America.” The red, white 
and blue is used on every possible 
occasion. 

Is that anything more than lip 
service? Not unless we are ready 
to sacrifice for America, to take 
risks for America, to resist the 
foes of America. 

Hitlerism is an extremely per¬ 
nicious and terribly aggressive 
force. Its treatment of Jews des¬ 
troys the basis of brotherhood. 
Its hatred of non-Germans warps 
human- character. Its doctrine of 
a superior race is the complete 
negation of democracy. 

Its teachings about a master 
nation makes all international co¬ 
operation impossible. 

It enslaves labor. 

It humiliates common people. 

It suppresses all freedom of ex¬ 
pression. 

It is brutal, deceitful, bullying. 
It disdains all absolute, spiritual 
norms, and subjects all values to 
the exaltation of one people. 

It operates with terror and force. 
It degrades, darkens, chokes the 
human spirit, making men feel 
stooped, ashamed, unclpan. 

America could not exist in a 
world dominated by Hitlerism. Our 
ideals would be extinguished. 

That is very plain. And it is 
equally plain that Great Britain 
is the only force in the world 
openly and actively opposing Hit¬ 
ler. Great Britain is the only 
militant champion of high human 
ideals against their most terrible 
enemy. Great Britain is fighting 
the battle of all men and women 
who love freedom, enlightenment, 
ar.d the right to stand uncoerced 
before God, who cherish spiritual 
ideals, nobility, gentleness, true 
education of little children, broth¬ 
erly kindness. So England is fight¬ 
ing our battles, is fighting for the 
things Americans have prized 
since 1620. 

And Britain is fighting magni¬ 
ficently. It was never greater 
than at this moment. At almost 
no other time in history has a 
supreme cause been more nobly 
and bravely defended than every 
day and every night by the Brit¬ 
ishers. As we go tranquilly to 
sleep, they watch the skies for

Our fathers took risks in Well¬ 
doing. At every crisis they took 
risks. They took the risk ofl sacri¬ 
ficing themselves for their Sdeals. 
Are we afraid even to risk help¬ 
ing others who defend our ideals? 

I am glad we sent ships for the 
Battle of Britain. It is also the 
Battle for America. I hope we’ll 
give her all the help we can.

Put lighted matches and smokes 
cut before you throw them away. 

Keep matches where small children 
cannot reach them. Never smoke 
in the garage, barn, or attic, nor 
in bed. 

Remove rubbish, waste papers 
and all unnecessary combustible 
materials. Provide metal ash and 
trash cans. Burn rubbish only in 
asafely covered brick or metal in¬ 
cinerator. Watch the fire. 

Examine all stoves, furnaces, and 
smoke-pipes to make sure they are 
safe and well away from woodwork 
or other burnable materials. Have 
needed repairs made at once. 

Value the advice of your fire 
chief who says that many fires 
are caused by dirty or defective 
chimneys. Have the chimney clean¬ 
ed regularly, and have all defects 
repaired. 

Escape the danger of flammable 
liquid and explosions by keeping 
no gasoline in the house. Do dry 
cleaning with safe liquids or send 
the work to the cleaner. Never 
start fires with kerosene. 

Notify the electric company of 
electrical trouble and the gas com¬ 
pany of gas leaks. Replace “blown” 
fuses with new ones—not pennies. I 
Avoid homemade wiring jobs. Don’t 
look for gas leaks with a match. 

Teach everyone in the family to 
be careful of fire, to watch stoves, 
fireplaces, electric irons and all 
other possible fire causss, and 
every day to remove old rage, 
papers, and other rubbish . 1 

Fireproof your home as far as 
possible by fire-safe roofing, fire 
stopping in hollow walls and par¬ 
titions to stop the spread of flame, 
and a non-combustible basement 
ceiling. 

Inquire of your fire chief, when 
buying a fire extinguisher, to be 
sure of getting the right kind. 
Don’t hesitate to ask your firemen 
whenever you have questions on 
Fire Prevention. 

Remember always where the 
nearest fire alarm box is and how 
to send an alarm. If telephoning, 
be sure the address is clearly under¬ 
stood. Use a neighbor’s phone 
rather than one in the burning 
building. 

Explain to everyone in the house 
what to do in case of fire, how to 
put out fire in clothing by wrapping 
in a rug or blanket, what to do 
when grease catches fire in the 
kitchen. 

Save life and property from 
needless destruction by fire by 
keeping the principles of fire pre¬ 
vention always in mind and never 
taking a chance with fire.

Time was when the hobo was a 
lover of the country; to-day he pre¬ 
fers the city, where he becomes a 
panhandler. And the panhandler has
